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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In light of the applicants arguments filed 3/30/07, the examiner believes that the 
claims submitted 3/30/07 are in condition for allowance. 

The independent claims recite creating multiple sets of biometric reference data 
from one and the same biometric. Each set of biometric data is then associated with a 
different system for biometric authentication and each set of the biometric data includes 
an identification which identifies the algorithm used to generate the biometric data. 

The above features, as explicitly recited, and in combination with the other 
elements of the claim are neither disclosed nor suggested by the nearest prior art of the 
record. 

Prior art Collot et al. (5042073) discloses creating multiple biometrics from one 
biometric. However, he does not disclose that each biometric is associated with a 
different system for authentication. 

Prior art Bonneau Jr. (5581630) discloses multiple system for authentication but 
he does not does not teach or give any motivation for creating multiple biometrics from 
a single biometric. 

Prior art Himmel (4020463) discloses regenerating a biometric multiple times. 
However he does not teach using more than one algorithm. 

Similar deficiencies can be found in Price-Francis (5815252) and Bianco et al. 
(6256737)
